Having been obliged, for want of room in our 
laft, to take the Lord Advocate’s fpeech in the de- 
bate on Mr Haftings’s Inpeachment,. in a fhorter 
manner than we could have wifhed,’ we now take 
the earlieft opportunity in our power of laying a 
faller ftatement of what was delivered by his Lord- 
thip upon that occafion. 


The Lord Advocate faid, that entertaining, as he 
did, an opinion favourable to the party accufed, he 
thoughts himfelf bound in confcience to declare it— 
He had frequently heard, it faid by Gentlemen on 
both fides of the Houfe, that this was no party or 
political’ quefti 2, bar a isdicial nroracdina :- 
and uridoubtedly it was fo. He hoped every mem- 
ber of the Houfe would keep this in view, and 
would confider himfelf as deciding upon the fate of 
a Britihh fubjeét, in a cafe where bis fortune, his 
fame, his fituation in life, the peace of his mind and 
of his family, were all at ftake. In fuch a cafe, he- 
faid, whatever refpett he might have for thofe who 
fupported the profecution, he could not permit him- 
felf either to think, vote, or act upon confidence in* 
the fuperior abilities or information of any perfon ex- 
ifting, unlefs in fo far as his own mind was convin- 
ced, The Hon. Gentleman who opened the charge 
concerning the revenues of Bengal, whofe zeal for 
the caufe he had undertaken would admit of no 
doubt, had made a very fair and honourable decla- 
ration, His words were, “* He who accufes ought 
to be convinced.”? ‘This, the Lord Advocate faid, 
was exactly what he felt as to his own fituation. | 
Were he convinced by the evidence produced, that 
Mr Hattings was guilty of all or any of the crimes 
imputed to him, no confideration whatever fhould 
induce him to withhold his affent to the impeach- 
ment. But if, on the other hand, he was not fa- 
tisfied of the guilt, and {till more, if he was fatisfied 
of the innocence of Mr Haftings, he muft, on the 
fame principle, as an honeft man, refufe his concur- 
rence to the meafure propofed. He faid, he belie- 
ved fome gentlemen had conceived an idea, which 
he held tq be extremely dangerous and unconttitu- 
tional, namely, that as that Houfe was not ultimate- 
ly to judge of Mr Haftings’s conduct, but only to 
perform the part of a Grand Jury; and as Mr Ha- 
(tings would have an opportuhity of clearing himfelf 
before the Supreme Tribunal of his country, if in- 
nocent, #t was the lefs neceffary to go Nicely to 
work here. It was enough, if any gro “oF fu- 
fpicion, or unfavourable conjeure appeared. He 
had even heard it faid, that Mr Haftings himfelf 
ought to wi/h for impeachment, and that the honour 
of the Houfe was deeply committed to go on with 
the profecution. As to Mr Haftings’s wifhes, he 
felt himfelf totally inditferent about them, and would 
look only to his own conduct and character as a 
member of Parliament. That he indeed thought 
the Houfe deeply committed! but it was to do su- 
fice, and not to impeach right or wrong. ‘That the 
province of the Houfe, in fuch a cafe, was no doubt 
fimilar to that of a Grand Jury. ‘** An impeach- 
ment by the Houfe of Commons (fays Judge Black- 
ftone) is a prefentment to the highelt Court of cri- 
minal jurifdiction by the moft folemn grand inquett 
of the whole kingdom.” ‘I'he fame author tells us, 
that “ a Grand Jury ought to be thoroughly perfua~ 
ded of the truth of an indiétment, fo far as the evi- 
dence goes, and not to reft fatisfied merely with re- 
mote probabilities, a doétrine that might be applied 
to very oppreflive purpofes.”—Such a dottrine was 
once maintained, viz. in the cafe of Lord Shatlbu- 
ry, in the reign of Charles 11. when it was laid 
down by Lord Chief Juftice Pemberton, * that the 
Grand Jury had only to confider whether there be 
probable ground for the King to call the perfon ac- 
cufed to account.” But this was molt jaftly ftig- 
matized as an unfound opinion, and it had fince been 
held, that no man ought to be fo queftioned, ** un- 
lefs a Grand Jury take it on their oaths that they 
believe the matter of the accufation to be true.”—~ 
This is agreeable to the oath which a Grand Jury- 
man takes—‘*to prefent the truth, &c.”” The 
contrary dogtrine would be very inexpedient in ano- 
ther point of view, for when one is brought to trial 
upon infufficient evidence, he mutt be acquitted ; 
tnd as no man can be tried twice for the fame of- 
fence, this amounts to an act of indemnity in his fa- 
vour, though clear evidence flould afterwards be re- 
covered. He faid, it was in a pechliar manner ne- 
ceflary to attend to thefe principles in a cafe fuchas 
the prefent, Where the fubject of enquiry was not 
only who was the criminal, but whether a crime 
had at all been committed? After adverting a little 
further to the manner in which the profecution had 
been conduéted, and to the arrangement of the char- 
ges, which he thought the moft perplexed and moft 
unnatural he had ever met with, he faid, he would 
endeavour, coolly and impartially, to examine the 
feveral articles, and the,amoynt of the evidence up- 
on them, without entering into minutiz, and follow- 
ing precifely the order of the charges themfelves. 
He faid he had always thought thofe articles which 
contained a direé& and fpecific charge of corruption, 
by much the moft important, not only as ftanding 





by themfelves, but as pervading all the others, and

an impeachmeny againft him? The accufers being 
fenfible thatit was néceffary’ to afcribe a bad motive 
and a wiektd intention’ to Mr Hattings, have fet 
out, in the pteamble of their amended charges, with 
imputing tobi jn direét terms, ** the bafe and cor- 
rupt defign of procuring, for himfelf and his depen- 
dents, exorbgant® wealth.” This, then, is the 
ground workof the whole, ard to be firft confider- 
ed,—-Thefe ‘tharges of corruption, he obferved, 
were clafled under two heads, the Contraéts and ‘ 
the Prefents, “As to the firft, he was perfuaded the 
Houfe would, opon due confidfration, think it right 
to follow the example of a Right Hon. Gentleman, 
who, in the’ Committee, confined bis views tothtee 
articles, the Opium contract, one Of tlie bullock con- 
tracts, and the allowances to Sir Eyre Coote. Ais 
to the opiam contract, he faid it was a little hard 
not only to deprive Mr Haftings of the merit he had 
in being the firlt who had turned this article to ac- 
count for the Company, but even to make it the 
ground of a charge againft him. ‘The contrast had 
been given in General Clavering’s time to Mr Grif- 
fiths, as the loweft bidder ; afterwards, on the fame 
terms, to Mr Mackenzie, who was no friend of 
Mr Haftings ; and then to Mr Sullivan, likewife 
on fame terms, burdened with 70,000 rupees. to a 
relation of Mr Francis, which thewed that it was 
not the fole act of Mr Haftings. This contraé 
had always been confidered as matter of patronage ; 
and he faw lefs reafon to find fault with Mr Ha- 
{tings than with other members of the Council on 
that account. The bullock contra, he thought, 
eum imilar frnation.— As «o Sir Eyre Coote’s 
a es, Sir Eyre claimed extraordinary allow- 
@nces when in the field—and this had always been 
Cuftomary. It was diificult to contelt a point of 
this kind with the Commander in Chief, who had 
the fword inhis hand. It was not the fole aé& of 
Mr Haftings, bat the majority of the‘Council, cop- 
fifting then of five, viz. Mr Haftings, Mr Barwell, 
Sir Eyre Coote, Mr Wheeler, and Mr Francis. — 
When Sir Eyre Coote went to the country of Oude, 
it was thought reafonable that the burden of this al- 
lowance fhould be thrown upon the Vizier, who had 
the besefit of his protection, and the Vizier confent- 
ed toit. It does not-occur what great degree of 
blame there was in all this. Sir Eyre Coote feems 
to have had a defire for money ; he at the fame time 
performed very meritorious fervices. Mr Haftings 
did not put 4 thilling in his pocket by any fuch al- 
lowances. His employers are likewife fatisfied. 
With whae propriety, then, does this Houfe inter- 
fere? The fameobfervation holds as to the contracts” 
id general. It is a remarkable circumilance that we 
do not find any relation of Mr Haftings provided to 
the amount of a fhilling s He has a nephew in the 
fervice who is only a Licutenant, and we fee no 
view to any influence at home, unlefs in the lingle 
inftance of Mr Sullivan. The charge concerning 
the prefents, he faid, fell to be confidered under 
two feparate heads: 1{t, Some alledged inftances 
in 1972 and 1773: 2d, Thofe beginning in 178. 
As tothe former, there was not a veltige of evi- 
dence or probability that any fuch had ever exifted, 
and therefore it would’be impreper to wafte time up- 
on them. As to the fecond, they were all admit- 
ted; and, indeed, the only proof of them was Mr 
Hattings’s own letters to the Board of Ditecors, 
He firlt took the two lacks from Cheit Sing’s agent, 
in June 1780, of which a full account is given by 
Mr Haftings in his defence, fupported by Mr Mar- 
fham’s evidence, and by Mr Haltings’s letter to the 
Court of Directors by the firft difpatches after the 
tranfaction happened.—The next was the nazarena 
or gratuity received from Raja Kolleram and Cul- 
lian Sing, upon farming to them the revenues of 
Bahar, in O&ober 1780. Mr Anderfon’s evidence 
goes to jultify this as founded in immemorial prac- 
tice, and, he fays, Farmers and Zemindars would 
agree to fuch extra payments, when they would not 
give any ‘excefs of rent. ‘The other articles were 
maftly of the fame nature; the 10 lacks received * 
from the Vizier in September 1781, was upon ec- 
cafion of a very important tranfaction, viz. the trea- 
ty of Chunar. Such prefents have been cuftomary 
rom the beginning of time in thofe eaftern countries 
upon all occafions of intercourfe, and we are not to 
view them ig the fame light as we would do fimilar 
tranfactions here. There would hhve been nothing
